Benson’s motion for 
a writ of habeas corpus was denied. 

THE President, on the 14th, signed the 
bill authorizing the Secretary of the 
Treasury to award a gold medal of the 
first class to Captain Thomas Sampson, of 
New York City, for rescuing five boys 
from drowning. 

THE Democratic Senators voted solidly 
against open-session consideration of the 
Fisheries treaty when the question came 
up in the Senate on the 14th. 

THE Senate public buildings committee 
authorized a favorable report, on the 14th, 
on the billfor the purchase of asite for 
an imposing building for the use of the 
Supreme Court. 

A VIOLENT and destructive rain-storm 
occurred at Wilkesbarre, Pa., and vicin- 
itv, on the 14th, doing much damage in 
the rural districts in demolishing barns 
and uprooting fruittrees. Several persons 
were injured by lightning or crushed in 
falling buildings. 

TWENTY-FIVE families of Scotch croft- 
ers embarked for new homesin Manitoba 
on the 14th. 

Hon. W. E. Mason will deliver the ora- 
tion at the ceremonies to be held at the 
tomb of General John A. Logan on Me- 
morial Day. 

THe mystery surrounding the sudden 
death of Nicolas Garcia, of Santa Fe, N. 
M., on the 13th, is being made the subject 
of an investigation. 

ACOLLISION, With burning oil and gun- 
powder explosion accompaniments, oc- 
curred at Fountain, Col.,on the Santa Fe 
railroad, on the l4th,killing three persons 
and wounding many others. Two cars 
were burned, and one locomotive, sixteen 
cars and some dwelling houses were 
wrecked. 

Mr. Matson, chairman of the House 
committee on invalid pensions, reported 
a bill, on the 14th, removing limitation on 
arrearages of pensions up to date.

THE annual meeting of the American 
Tract Society was held at the Fifth Ave- 
nue Presbyterian Church, New York City, 
on the 14th. 

WHILE recklessly firing a revolver in 
his saloon at Mineral Point, Wis., on the 
night of the 12th, Mark Terrill shot and 
killed Henry Wesley, a colored man, who 
happened to be present. 

During a quarrel between Wm. H. 
Hopkins and Jas. 8. Getchell, at Augusta, 
Me., on the 12th, Hopkins was knocked 
down, and in falling struck his head on 
an iron rail, fracturing his skull. 

Tue bill establishing a State weather 
bureau, with headquarters at Cornell 
University, passed by both houses of the 
New York Legislature, will doubtless re- 
ceive the approval of Governor Hill. 

THE Supreme Court of the United States 
Was adjourned, on the Mth, until the fall 
opening, in October. 

Tue decision of the lower court in the 
Coy-Bernheimer tally-sheet forgery case, 
from Indiana, was affirmed by the United 
States Supreme Court on the 14th. 

THE following bonds were offered to the 
Government on the 14th: $155,000 regis- 
tered 4s, at 127; $2,500 coupon 4s, at 127; 
$28,100 registered 4'2s, at 1076-10 to 108; 
$81,500 coupon 44s, at 108. Total, $268,159. 

THE bill to authorize the construction of 
the Ohio Connecting Railway Company’s 
bridge, was signed by the President on 
the lith. 

WILLIAM A. West, chief post-office in- 
spector, is mentioned for appointment to 
the vacant general superintendency of the 
railway mail service. 

Britisu) VIceE-ApMIRAL Sir W. N. L, 
Hewi7t died at Portsmouth on the 14th. 

SEVERAL hundred German and Jewish 
bakers of London struck against exces- 
sive hours, on the 14th. 

Pror. VircHow, after examining Em- 
peror Frederick’s case minutely, on the 
14th, told Dr. Mackenzie that he feund 
himself very much puzzled and quite un- 
able to define the nature of the disease. 

THE Supreme Court of the United States 
has denied the motion of the Drawbaugh 
people to reverse its own decision in the 
telephone case. 

THE Senate judiciary committee held its 
regular meeting, on the 14th, but failed 
to take any action or even consider the 
nomination of Mr. Fuller to be Chief- 
Justice. 

EXPERIMENTS at Paris with “bellite,” a 
new explosive invented by Lanum, of 
Stockholm, Sweden, show that it is more 
powerful than dynamite, but less noisy, 
and there is not so much scattering of 
fragments, which makes itit much safer 
to handle. 

Tne Senate in secret session, on the 
14th, decided not to open the doors when 
the Fisheries treaty is under considera- 
tion. Mr. Hoar’s resolution to admit 
official reporters was also rejected. 

THE Disability Pension bill introduced 
in the House, on the 14th, by Mr. Matson, 
authorizes the Secretary of the Interior 
to adjudicate all pension claims on ac- 
count of disability or injuries incurred 
since March 4, 1861, filed on and after July 
1, 1880, and up to date of the passage of 
the bill. The cost of the bill will not ex- 
ceed $250,000,000, 

Count StroGonorr, of Russia, and his 
sister, the Princess Tzcherbastoff, and 
escort of 150 men have been captured bya 
tribe of Kurd nomads in Asia Minor, who 
demand an immense ransom for their 
release. 


LATE NEWS ITEMS. 


THE farmers in various sections of Dyer 
county, Tenn., report that army worms 
are destroying every green thing in reach. 
Many meadows and some crops of wheat 
and corn eaten entirely up. 

From Fancy Bluffs, in Glynn county, 
Ga., comes news of a tragedy in whicha 
9-year-old boy murdered his 6-year-cld 
brother. ‘The father is Col. John R. Wil- 
liamson, one of the most prominent men in 
his section of the State. 

HumpBouptT,Tenn.,on the 15th voted $20,000 
in bonds to the Missouri, Tennessee and 
Georgia Railroad, 200 in favor and 63 
against. 

Wa. J. BADGER was arrested at Topeka, 
Kan., on the 14th by a United States mar- 
shal for a crime alleged to have been com- 
mitted thirty years ago. 

Tur Red River Valiey is overflowed in 
some localities from the hills of Arkansas 
to the hills of Texas. 

Tne IJinois Central and Vicksburg & 
Meridian Railroad companies will build a 
$40,000 union depot at Jackson, Miss. 

Vue Postmaster General has arranged 
for an additional fast line train between 
Louisville, Ky., and Montgomery, Ala., 
via Bowling Green, Nashville, Decatur and 
Birmingham. The train will leave Louis- 
ville at 6:30 o’clock a.m. daily, arriving at 
Montgomery at 9:45 o’clock p.m. 

THE total famount of bonds purchased 
on the 12th by the Treasury Department 
under the recent circular, is 18,779,700, at a 
cost of $22,484,705. The saving in interest 
is $6,549,879. 

MEASURES were adopted in George H. 
Thomas Post, No. 5, G. A. R., of Chicago, 
on the 12th, to procure a decision from 
Commander-in-Chief Rea of that organiza- 
tion of E. D. Baker Post, Piiladelphia, ad- 
mitting the Confederate Gen. Joe Johnston 
to contributory membership. 

Ropert Kina killed another negro in 
Justice Adams’ office, in Warren county, 
Miss., on the lith. The killing was unpro- 
voked and is stamped as a diabolical mur- 
der. The murderer was arrested. 

THE river at St. Louis is inan ugly mood 
and rising rapidly. Telegrams from Can- 
ton and Alexandria, Mo., state that the 
river has almost reached the flood stage of 
1882, and that the railroad tracks are 
under water and the inhabitants are panic 
stricken at the f{outlook. The farmers on 
the American bottom, between Altun and 
Cairo, are greatly agitated and fear a 
repetition of the great inundation of 1882. 

Yne Tri-County Teachers’ Association, 
representing the counties of Obion, Weak- 
ley and Gibson, will convene in Union 
City, Teun., the first Saturday ip June. 

Wit Evans, anegro of previous good 
character, and F. H. Phillips, a young 
white man of good family, were convicted 
in the Circuit Court at Camden, Ark., on 
the llth for hog stealing and sentenced 
each to one year in the penitentiary. 











WOLESLEY’S DISCLAIMER. 


The Adjutant-General of the British 
Army Disclaims, in the House of Lords, 
Any Intention of Casting a Slur Upon the 
Government—Lord Salisbury Replies. 
LONDON, May 15.—The House of Lords 

was crowded with peers, commoners and 

visitors last evening to hear General 

Wolseley reply to the attack made upon 

him by Lord Salisbury. Mr. Gladstone, 

Lord Randolph Churchill and Mr. Stan- 

hope, Secretary for War, were attentive 

listeners. When Lord Salisbury made 
his appearance in his seat, Lord Wolseley 
rose to a personal explanation with re- 
gard to the Premier’s charge that he 
(Wolseley) had attacked the govern- 
ment, He was unale to see how any un- 
prejudiced person couid construe his re- 
marks into an assault upon the govern- 
ment. He could not honestly assail the 
government, for he was aware that Mr. 
Stanhope was endeavoring to rene 
der the army efficient. Still, he 
felt that a great deal more might 
have been done in that direction 
than had yet been accomplished. He ad- 
mitted that the present government had 
done much to strengthen the defenses, 
but declared that he would stand by his 
banquet speech, to which the Premier had 
taken exceptions. Further, he saw that as 
long as the navy remained as weak as itis 
now, the army couldn’t hold its own, dis- 
persed as it is over the world. If ten 
thousand men, properly handled, should 
land on any part of the English coast, 
there was no reason why they might not 
take possession of the country. He was 
fully aware of the responsibility he in- 
curred in making this statement, yet he 
felt impeled to make it. After reading 

Lord Salisbury’s speech on  Satur- 

day, he had felt tempted to resign im- 

mediately, but he now placed himself in 

the hands of the Premier. He had no in- 
tention to cast a slur upon the govern- 
ment, and had errnestly endeavored to 
serve his sovereign and his country. 

[Cheers.] 

Lord Salisbury said that while holding 
his strictures upon Lord Wolseley’s 
statements as having been entirely war: 
ranted, he accepted his disavowal of any 
intention to assail the government. He 
hoped that if Lord Wolseley had occasion 
to assail the Administration in the future, 
he would do soin the House. He trusted 
that Lord Wolseley would not take the 
matter too seriously. He paid high trib- 
ute to General Wolseley’s military skill, 
and would regret his resignation as a 
great blow to the military administration. 

The Duke of Cambridge said that though 
occasionally Lord Wolseley and himself 
disagreed, they did not quarrel. Discus- 
sion of these matters in open house be- 
tween the Commander-in-Chief and the 
Adjutant-General, would, he thought, be 
highly detrimental to the public service. 
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DR. MACKENZIE TALKS. 


In an Interview With Editor Stead of the 
“Pall Mall Gazette,” at Charlottenburg 
Castle, He Outlines the Emperor's Case 
and Condition, 

LONDON, May 14.—The Pall Wall Gazette 
has the following account of an inter- 
view at Charlottenburg Castle, between 
Mr. Stead and Dr. Mackenzie: 

“Mr. Stead was received by the doctor in 
a large, light room inthe center of the 
vastle. The apartment had three bay 
windows and three doors. Several 
diagrams of the Emperor’s head were 
on the walls, and on a_ table 
were sketches of cannulas, and a number 
of books, including Arnold’s ‘Essays on 
Criticism’. Dr. Mackenzie looked worn 
and anxious, and showed traces of the 
long vigils he has maintained in his at- 
tendance upon the Emperor. During the 
interview he was repeatedly summoned 
to the Emperor’s side by an electric bell. 
He stated to Mr. Stead that the 
patient is all that could be desired in 
the way of temper, patience and cheerful- 
ness. He is obedient and trustful, and as 
well-dispositioned as a child. He bears 
prin bravely, and does not indulge in 
needless worrying. The rumors that he 
asked the chaplain to pray for his release 
from his sufferings, and that he longed 
for death, were untrue. ‘It is by no means 
certain’, said the doctor, ‘that he 
has made up his mind that 
he is dying. He does not suffer from 
the cannula, although inflammation and 
the sloughing away of portions of dead 
cartilage cause him inconvenience. The 
reports of the bad odor pervading the 
sick-room are gross exaggerations. Un- 
til His Majesty’s recent severe attack of 
illness he sat at the table at meals with 
his family, and went about, and he did 
not discommode any one.’ 

“The doctor said that 1f the Emperor’s 
strength improved, he hoped he could be 
removed shortly to Potsdam. The Em- 
peror is in the habit of mind common to 
all chronics, who alternate between the 
belief that they will live acouple of years, 
when they mentally plan for the future, 
and the fear that all will be over with 
them in a few days. 

“Although apparently robust,His Majes- 
ty has not much recuperative power, and 
this circumstance would have rendered 
fatal the operation proposed in May of 
last year. 

Dr. Mackenzie said in conclusion: ‘The 
Emperor is certainly suffering from 
pericohondritis, which with disease of the 
cartilages is very dangerous, though not 
necessarily fatal. He has also cancer, 
that will necessarily prove fatal, sooner 


or later.”

SOUTHERN GLEANINGS, 


Mad dogs have been creating some ex- 
citement in Hot Springs, Ark., and the 
police are waging a war of extermination 
against canine waifs. 

Andrew Logan, a white boy, seventeen 
years of age, was burned to death by his 
mother’s residence at Nashville, Tenn., 
catching fire while he was asleep. 

Mrs. Rowena Peyton, a well-known 
match peddler at Atlanta, Ga., entered 
the police station afew days ago, out of 
breath, and stated that she had losta 
pocket-book containing $514.20. An hour 
later a little boy turned the pocket-book 
over to the police. 

William Hoffman, a convalescent pa- 
tient in the Newport News & Mississippi 
Valley Railway Hospital at Paducah, Ky., 
swallowed a chew of tobacco afew days 
ago. It threw him into a violent fit of hic- 
coughing, and he absolutely hiccoughed 
himself to death in spite of every effort of 
the surgeons to save him. 

John Cowper was shot dead afew duys 
ago by McCrary Hart in Campbell Coun- 
ty, Ga. An old feud had existed between 
the parties growing out of a disputed land 
line. Cowper rode up to Hart’s residence 
for the purpose, it is said, of having an 
explanation. Hart claims that Cowper’s 
advance was for a hostile purpose, and 
that in shooting him down he only acted 
in self-defense. 

Miss Willie Thomas, daughter of Prof. 
W. J. Thomas, residing near Gadsden, 
Ala., was shot and probably fatally wound- 
ed a few nights ago by her brother, Albert 
Thomas. The yourg lady made a noise 
atthe window of the room occupied by 
her brother, who armed himself, and, 
stepping to the door, ordered the visitor 
to halt. Miss Thomas would not an- 
swer, but ran away, followed by her 
brother, who did not recognize her. He 
fired, and the bu llet entered the groin. 

The fifth May festival of Virginia and 
North Carolina was held at Petersburg, 
Va., last week. The festival chorus num- 
bered 250 voices. 

In the United States Court at Fort Smith, 
Ark., Burreh Odenwood was acquitted of 
murder, on his second trialon the same 
charge. 

The lumber dealers of Louisville, Ky. 
have organized an exchange with sut 
scriptions amounting to 0,000. 

Georgia negroes are looking forwat 
with interest to a liberal yield of porsim 
mons, the trees of which were coverea 
with blossoms. 

Citizens of Louisville, Ky., made a sub- 
scription of $200,000 to establish a cotton 
mill. Machinery will be secured, a build- 
ing constructed andthe mill set running 
immediately. 

The Mississippi State Press Association 
selected Greenville as the place for its 
next meeting, on the second Wednesday 
in May, 1889. 

William Hopkins, who was to have been 
hanged in Rabun County, Ga., last Fri- 
day, was respited by Governor Gordon. 
Hopkins is the man who stoned a stranger 
to death at a country church because he 
wore a ‘‘biled” shirt. 

United States revenue officers arrested 
a moonshiner named George Hale, at 
Rocky Mount, Franklin County, Va., a few 
days ago, while he was peddling illicit 
whisky from an ox cart. While on the 
way to jail the guards were overpowered 
by a crowd of 150 men and the prisoner 
was released. 

The establishment of pigeon message 
service in connection with the signal office 
at Key West, Fla., is a foregone conclu- 
sion since the order has been promulgated 
by General Greely, who has the matter in 
charge, for the necessary loft fixtures and 
training baskets, to be fitted up at once. 

Nine convicts escaped from the Inman 
mines in Tennessee, a few nights ago, 
during the absence of the keeper of the 
prison at the Democratic convention af 
Nashville. One of the prisoners who 
escaped was the notorious John White, 
who robbed the Southern Express Com- 
pany of #500 in Chattanooga last fall. Hs 
was under a sentence of three years. 

General George D. Dibrell, one of the 
leading public men of Tennessee, died a 
few days since, athis residence, in Sparta. 
Two years ago General Dibrell was the 
most formidable competitor of Hon. 
Robert L. Taylor for the nomination for 
Governor. He was a native of White 
County, Tenn., and had reached the age 
of sixty-three years. 

A strange case of perverted taste is re- 
ported from Indian creek, in the vicinity 
of Martin’s Mills, Tenn. A boy about ten 
years of age has acquired a mania for 
eating flies, and will turn away from the 
daintiest dishes for this, his favorite diet. 
The family have no idea how he contracted 
such a disgusting habit, and all efforts to 
break him of it have proved in vain. 

A committee of the Ladies’ Confederate 
Monument Association called on Mr. Jef- 
ferson Davis afew days ago and invited 
him to participate inthe ceremony of 
laying the corner-stone of the Confeder- 
ate monument at Jackson, Miss., on the 
26th inst. Mr. Davis expressed great will- 
ingness and desire to be present, and will 
attend if the state of his health permits. 

In the dreadful affair at Blount’s Creek, 
N.C., recently, in which a man named Fra- 
zier shot and killed John A. Cox, because 
the latter refused sell to him liquor, Fra- 
zier fled, but was captured and was rescued 
from the captors during the night, taken 
to the spot where he fired on Cox, and wae 
there shot literally to pieces by unknown 
parties. 

A young hardware merchant of Fre- 
donia, Ky., named I. C. Renfrew, was 
found dead in his hed at that place a few 
mornings since. Auempty bottle thathad 
contained morphine was lying near the 

bedside, indicating suieide. Before retir- 
ing Renfrew remarked to his room-mate 
that he considered death much preferable 
to the life of misery that he was living, 
owing to his ill-health. 

Colonel James McCarty, of Walton 
County, Ga., was recently reported miss- 
ing from his home. He was seventy years 
of age, and had recently lést his wife by 
death. As he had relatives in Alabama 
it was supposed he had gone to visit them, 
until some buys, in passing through 
Mount Zion Cemetery, found his dead 
body lying across the grave of his wifé. 
The body was buried beside that of the 
wife for whom he had grieved himself te 
death. 





NOVEL DISCIPLINE. 


A Penitentiary Where Food Is Employed 
us a Reforining Agent. 


One of the most interesting of re- 
cent experiments in food is now going 
on in the California State priso. 
California has established the Fol-om 
State prison among the hills near the 
head cof the American river. The 
scenery is fine, the air pure and the 
water excelent. The convicts are 
chiefly employed in quarrying and 
dressing granite. The building is 
roomy, safe and substantial. It has 
the customary cells, baths and ar- 
rangements for securing ventilation. 
The inmates have their hair cropped 
and wear the usual distinctive prison 
garb. It is in the manner of supply- 
ing food that this prison d ff eis from 
others. The convicts, when they 
first arrive, as well as those who 
show little inclination to work or 
a disposition to be vicious, are 
supplied with arather poor fare, con- 
sisting largely of beiled beans, salt 
meat, cabbage, mush, common bread, 
and coffee served without milk. If not 
within sight of the table where this 
course food is served, there is within 
smell of it another on whieh fresh 
beef and mutton, various kinds of 
vegetabies, rice, and on Sunday cake, 
sirup and tea, are placed. ‘The con- 
vict learns that he em sit at this tabte 
and enjoy the food thereon if he works 
diligently and faithfully, conducts him- 
self properly and gives little trouble 
to the warden and his assistants. He 
also learns that those who sit at this 
table are allowed considerable liberty 
and are permitted to take walks after 
each meal. The desire to sit at this 
table is great. Men who do not like 
to work enjoy good living, and arg 
generally willing to be at 
considerable pains to secure it. 
The inmates of this penitetiary ordi- 
narily adopt such a course as will 
enable them to sit at the table within 
a few months of their entrance. When 
taking their first breakfast at it, they 
perceive the odor of beefsteak, mut- 
ton chops, hot rolls and fine coffee 
that proceeds from an adjoining room. 
They learn that there are roast bee} 
and mutton, salads and puddings there 
for dinner; while for supper there are 
steaks, chops, fried potatoes, tea and 
several kinds of fruit. The price of 
admission to this table is strict atten- 
tion to business, respect for all rules 
and regulations, and the constant ob- 
servance of propriety. The food comes 
high, but most of the convicts are 
anxious to obtain it, and many of them 
do. —Cor. Albany Journal.

How a Party of Speculators Found Some 
tare Indian Relics. 


The search for Indian relies is said 
to be a most interesting one, and the 
finds sometimes valuable.

great Shawnee chief, who lifted 


Yankee hair and any thing els2 which 
came handy in the war of 1812 or 
thereabouts. He was an Indian with 
a strong arm and a heavy hatchet, and 
he cut a big swath at every swing. 
He fought on the side of England, 
home and beauty, and he made the 
wild west show of the day just hum. 
He is said to have been a great man, 
aud poetry has cast its halo around 
him, but probably he went around 
in an old bianket and beat his 
squaw just like other Indians. At 
any rate the ploneers were anxious to 
get a hold of his bones, or what re- 
mained ofthem, and so they set afoot 
the search expedition referred to, 
though it did not go afoot, but by 
train. <A faithful ally joined them up 
the country, and for a consideration 
offered to pilot them to the silent tomb 
of the red warrior, whose sealp-pole 
had once bent under the weight of the 
scalps he had toted home. After a 
long walk on a hot day, the alleged 
grave was pointed out to them, and 
they fell upon it with pick and shovel, 
and were delighted to find a portion 
of the bones, which they carried away 
with them, There was some doubt as 
to whether they had really found the 
grave, but they had none, and tri- 
umphantly displayel the bones as 
evidence of their gréatluck.

Each Nominate @ National Ticket and 
Adopt Platforms According to Their 
Idens of What is the Proper Caper—Pro- 
ceedings of Other Conventions. 
Cincinnati, May 18.—At the Wednesday's 

session of the United Labor party the prin- 

cipal business transacted was the adoption 
of the following platform: 

“We, the delegates of the United 
Labor party of the United States in 
National convention assembled, hold that 
the corruption of government and the im- 
poverisbment of the masses result from neg- 
lect of the self-evident truths proclaimed by 
the the founders of this republic that all 
men are created equal and are endowed with 
unalienable right. We aim at the abolition 
of the system which compels men to pay 
their fellow-creatures for the use of the com- 
mon bounties of nature, and permits mon- 
opolies to deprive labor of natural opportu- 
nities for employment. 

“We seek access to farming lands denied to 
labor except on payment of exhorbitant 
rent, or the acceptance of mortgage burdens, 
and labur thus forbidden to employ itself 
driven into the cities, Wesee the wage- 
workers of the city subjected ‘to this unnat- 
ural competition and forced to pay an ex- 
horbitant share of their scanty earnings for 
cranped and unhealthful lodgings. e see 
the same intense competitor condemning the 
great majority of business and professional 
men to a bitter and often unavailing strug- 
gle to avoid bankruptcy, and that while the 
price of all that labor produces ever falls, 
the price of land ever rises. 

‘‘We trace these evils to a fundamental 
wrong, the making of the land on which all 
must live the exclusive property of buta 
portion of the community. To the denial of 
natural rigits are due to want of employ- 
ment, low wages, business depressions, that 
intense competition which make; it so diffi- 
cult for the majority of m2n to get a com- 
fortable living and that wrongful distribu- 
tion of wealth which is producing the mil- 
lionaire on one side and the tramp on the 
other. 

“To give all men an interest in the land of 
this country; to enable all to share in the 
benefits of the social growth and improve- 
ment; to prevent the shutting out of labor 
from employment by the monopolization of 
natural opportunities; to do away with that 
one-sided competition which cuts down 
wages to starvation rgtes to restore life to 
business and prevent periodical depressions; 
todoaway with that monstrous injustice 
which deprives producers of the fruits of 
their toil, while idlers grow rich; to prevent 
the conflicts which are fraught with men- 
acing dangers to society, we propose so to 
change the existing system of taxation that 
no one shall be taxed on the wealth he 
produces, nor anyone suffered to appropriate 
wealth he does not produce by taking to 
himself the increasing values which the 
growth of society adds to land. 

‘‘What we propose is not the disturbing of 
any man in his holding or title, but by taxa- 
tion of land according to its value and not 
according to its area; to devote to common 
use and benefit those values which arise not 
from the exertion of the individual, but from 
the growth of society, and to abolish all 
taxes on industry and its products. 

‘‘We denounce the Democratic and the 
ee parties as hopelessly and shame- 
fully corrupt, and by reason of their affilia- 
tion with monopolies equally unworthy of 
the suffrages of those who do not live upon 
public plunder. 

‘We, therefore, require of those who 
would act with us that they sever all counec- 
tion with both. In support of these aims 
we solicit the co-operation of all patriotic 
citizens, who, sick of their degredation of 
polities, desire by constitutional methods to 
establish justice, to preserve liberty, to ex- 
tend the spirit of fraternity and to elevate 
humanity. EpwarpD McGtynn, 

“Chairman.”

A delegate arose and moved that, as there 
were a number of Union delegates present, 
the platform be read for their enlighten- 
ment.

Union Labor. ® 

Cincinnati, May 18.—At 4:15 the commit- 
tee on resolutionggy appeared in the Odeon 
before the Union Labor convention after a 
tedious delay. 

The session was peculiar for the first real 
business tranascted during the convention. 
This was accomplished in the adoption of a 
platform which provided for government 
control of the railroads and telegraph; 
decried against the ownership of land by 
sliens, and declared that homesteads should 
be exempt from taxation and except under 
certain restrictions and to a limited extent. 
It demanded that the people be put in the 
direct line of communication with the money 
issue, dispensing with banks, and that the 
treasury surplus be at once applied to the 
liquidation of the public debt. Further, it 
asked unlimited pensions, a graduated in- 
come tax, exclusion of the Chinese, and a 
woman’s suffrage measure. Trusts were 
denounced with a whereas. 


When the time for presidential nomina- | 


tions had arrived Mr. Cunningham, of 
Arkansas, nominated A. J. Streeter, of 
Illinois. Streeter’s nominations was in- 
dorsed by half a dozen states, whereupon 
Mr. Weller moved that he be nominated by 
acclamation. The motion carried unani- 
mously. 

Mr. Streeter was escorted to the stage. by 
A.C. Cosner and was loudly cheered. He 
made a good speech, saying a change of ad- 
ministration was need not only of post- 
masters and other officers, but a radical 
ehange that meant relief to all industrial 
classes, 


The New York delegation presented the 
name of Samuel Evans, of Texas, for vice 
president. Ohio, Arkansas, Texas and sev- 
eral other states secon:led the nomination. 
Several other names were presented, but the 
roll of states were called. 

Evans was declared elected, but he de- 
clined in favor of Cunningham, who was 
nominated by acclamation. 

The convention adjourned after midnight. 

The members from the various states 
pledged the following sums to carry on the 
National campaign: Illinois, $150; Kansas, 
$200; Michigan, $100; Nebraska, $50; Maine, 
$100; California, $100; West Virginia, $150; 
Arkansas, $100; Kentucky, 850; Pennsyl- 
eania, $50; Iowa, $100, and Texas, $100. 
Other states have expressed a willingness to 
contribute liberally to the campaign fund. 

The following executive board of the 
National committee has been appointed, 
which assumes entire control of the National 
campaign; Chairman Goshorn, Secretary 
Schilling, Treasurer Rankin, W. W. Jones, 
of Illinois; Ben. Colvin, of Michigan, and 
Charles Jenkins, of Ohio. 

Said Mr. Fogg; of Michigan, who was so 
persistent in trying to get the Union Labor 
convention to adopt a single land tax plank 
in their platform, and who, it has been re- 
ported, would ‘flop over” to the United 
Labor party on account of his defeat: 

“I shall stick to the Union Labor party, 
for I believe it has a great future before it. 
It will come to the George ideas on the land 
question in time. This isa progressive age. 
Iam satisfied with the Union Labor plat 
form, and thing it will bring voters to our 
ranks from all classes of life. I believe we 
have achance of polling such a large vote 
insome of the western states, that we may 
hold the balance of power.”

They are both 
acquainted with Dr. McGlynn, and inclined 
to his views on the land question but regard 
this as a poor time to flop over.

Notes From New York. 





New York, City May 14, ’88 
For the Gazette. 

We left Washington Monday 
morning at 7:20 a. m. for New York 
and at one o‘clock arrived at Jersey 
City Depot. Here we took the 
steam ferry and io a short time land- 
ed in the great city. Westopped at 
the Sumner House. ’ 

It is now Tuesday morning and at 
9 oclock we made our way to the 
Metropolitan Opera House, the 
seat of the Conference. 

The entire day was taken up in 
seating the delega‘es, 

There were four hundred and 
sixty five delegates §present the first 
daysand many have arrived since 


so that now the number is about 
five hundred. 
A glance at the vast audience 


shows the followivg foreign fields 
represented ! Norway and Sweden, 
Germany, China, Japan, Africy, 
South America and Mexico. If there 
be any who are disposed to make the 
great M, E. church a sectional, cr a 
race church, it is planinly evident 
that it is now too late. All uations 
have voice and vote in making her 
laws. She has taken these steps and 
can never move backward; hence 
through coming ages she must be 
International and Cosmopolitant in 
law, gospel and spirit. 

At the time of seating the Con- 

terence on the first day the question 
of women lay delegates was rais 
ed. They were not seat-d but the 
question referred to a committee 
who, next morning made _ report de- 
claring the admission of women lay~- 
delegates unconstitytional and that 
their seats, five in number were 
vacant. Hence arose the greatest 
debate perhaps, in the history of the 
church. There are giants here, and 
they are found on both sides of this 
great question. J. M, Buckly, Hare 
Wheeler, Queel, Day, are leaders of 
the party that opposes the admission 
of the women. On the otherside 
are men of equal strength viz:Neely, 
Gen. ClintonB. Fisk, Dr. Hamil 
ton of New England. Flood, Kynett 
and others. 
The debate will be renewed Mon- 
day morning, but it is plain that 
the women will not be seated at this 
Conference. 

The question will, no doubt, be 
referred to the Annual Conferences 
to be voted upon by them. But 
the women will be admitted four 
years from now, that is clear. 

The wheel of revolution does not 
move back ward, their cause isa 
just one, and must prevail. 

Aside from the Conference, per- 
haps your readers will e interested 
in other matters here.

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FACTS FOR FARMERS. 


—When the cattle are put on the 
grass too early both are injured. 

—None but a good farmer can make 
eight per cent. on borrowed money; 
and he is the last farmer to do it. 

—The best authorities on the sub- 
ject say that a ton of corn-fodder well 
cured is worth as much as a ton ol 
clover hay. 

—Lampblack mixed with strong 
vinegar will mark sheep so that it 
will remain a year and will not injure 
wool asdo tar and paint. 

—Sorting fruit and vegetables ac- 
complishes two things: It protects 
the sound and rids the cellar of the 
sources of unwholesome exhalations. 

—The average farmer has no time 
to act as nurse to puny plants and 
vines. For this reason only hardy 
and prolific sorts are suitable for 
planting in the farm garden. 

—Fire is the best preventive of dis- 
ease in orchards and vineyards. If 
up and 
burned it will greatly lessen d'scase 
and insect attacks. It should be done 
early in the season. 

—Itis becoming clear to the least 
observant farmer that not only must 
he mix his crops, but become a stock 
farmer, if he wouid matntain the fer- 
tility of his land and lessen the 
drudgery of his occupation. 

—Plowing is as hard work on horses 
as any on the farm. It is therefore a 
poor plan to put young horses at plow- 
ing for their experience. Even old 
horses should be ‘hardened before 
they are put to the plow steadily. 


—There is no crop produced by the 
farmer which will pay better in the 
long run than aregular crop of hon- 
esty. When purchasers learn that a 
seller’s packages are always filled with 
this rather rare article in trade, sales 
will be prompt and profitable. 


—The way to build up the sheep Ifn- 
dustry is to weed out the flocks, go 
for greater capacity for mutton and 
increase in the individual, and put a 
smaller flock on every farm, where 
they will pay their way, even if wool 
isn’t worth a cent a pound. 


—Horses at hard work need special 
care, both in food and general treat- 
ment. They can not do hard work on 
grass alone and should have a proper 
ration of oats. An occasional wash- 
ing, in addition to currying and brush- 
ing, will help keep the coat in good 
order. Use a cotton sheet to keep off 
flies. Water frequently and they will 
not drink to excess. Clean and sweet 
stables promote the health of the ani- 
mals. 

—To dig sweet potatoes there is 
nothing better than the four-pronged 
potato-hook, with prongs at least four- 
teen incheslong. The tubers should be 
carefully handled, so as not to chafe or 
bruise them. I£ possible dig potatoes 
in bright weather; dig till noon, letting 
them lie on the ground to dry in the 
sun, and pick up in the afternoon. 
The same force will be employed more 
than the latter half of the day to pick 
up, assort and store what it dug in the 
former half. 
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DOES DAIRYING PAY? 


Interesting Figures from an Ohio Farin. 
er’s Account Book. 


It seems customary for every one in 
writing for the agricultural press on a 
subject of this kind to take up one 
side or the other, and advise and stick 
to it under all conditions and circum- 
stances. Now I would gladly do the 
same if I knew which side to take, but 
as I do not I will merely give some 
facts and figures and let every one ap- 
ply his own circumstances and judge 
if it would pay. We have one cow 
who has just completed her year's 
record, in which time she has fattened 
one ealf and given 7,255 pounds of 
milk. Of this milk 24 pounds 
will make one pound of butter, 
therefore she has made 302 pounds 
of butter, which has been sold to 
consumers in Cieveland at an average 
of 28 cents per pound, making $84.36 
for butter. For the calf I received $5. 
And as Imake the skimmed milk pay 
me upwards of $10 per head, I will 
credit her with $10 for skimmed milk. 
The dairyman must also figure the 
manure, or he will come out behind, 
but this is of uncertain price. If we 
figure itas Mr. Terry and others do, 
it might make a fair profit. Icall it 
worth $10 a cow. While I should not 
want to sell it for that, I should not 
dare to buy very largely at that rate. 
We have $8456 for butter, calf $5, 
skimmed milk $10, manure $10. ‘To- 
tal, 2109.56. ‘That looks large, but do 
not think this cow is far above all 
others we have. Another has given in 
865 days 6,676 pounds of milk; another 
two years old in the spring of 1886, 
came in in October, and in 365 days 
gave 6,076 pounds of milk; another has 
given from tke 13th of March to the 
25th of December (286 days) 6.970 
pounds. This cow is farrow, and as 
sheis a good stayer she will doubtless 
make 8,000 pounds or better in the 
year. Another cow gave from the 
8 hof March tothe 4th of December 
-(273 days) 7,180 pounds of milk, and 
if she comes fresh as expected she will 
yield over 10,000 pounds before her 
year is complete. I will say right 
here (that I may mislead no one) that 
some of these cows have been fresh 
twice within the year of their record. 
One cow has in 565 days fattened one 
calf and given 6,654 pounds of milk. 
A two-year-old gave from July 1 to 
December 25 (178 days) 4,191 pounds. 
These figures may seem large to some, 
but let no one be led by this article to 
expect a fortune by keeping a dairy. 
Let not the man whose cows pay him 
$40 think there are $60 clear profit 
vver his on the cow that makes $100,
